“Baptized Into Christ’ and 


(Continued from Last Week) 


| PETER 3:21 "BAPTISM DOTH ALSO NOW SAVE US” 


In the above heading I have quoted only a part of a 
verse. That is an unfortunate and misleading way of using 
the Scriptures, many times, but sad to say, that is the way 


“Baptism Doth Also Now Save Us” 
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this particular verse is usually used by those who want bap- 
tism to have a part in saving a soul. If you use simply these 
words, “Baptism doth also now save us,” then that seems to 
teach that baptism saves the soul. But if we use the whole 
verse and yy x of the context to get the meaning, we 
will find that it does not say that baptism is essential to sal- 
vation, does not mean that, and in fact, says the very op- 
posite! Let us read carefully, then, verses 18-22, and we 
will see that the passage expressly says that baptism is 
only a figure of salvation, that it does not put away the 
filth of the flesh or fleshly nature, but is the answer of a 
conscience that is already right with God. I Peter 3:18-22 
says: 

“For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the 
just for the unjust, that he might bring us to God, be- 
ing put to death in the flesh, but quickened by the 
Spirit: 

“By which also he went and preached unto the 
spirits in prison; 

“Which sometime were disobedient, when once the 
long-suffering of God waited in the days of Noah, while 
the ark was a preparing, wherein few, that is, eight 
souls were saved by water. 

“The like figure whereunto even baptism doth also 
now save us (not the putting away of the filth of the 
flesh, but the answer of a good conscience toward God) 
by the resurrection of Jesus Christ: 

“Who is gone into heaven, and is on the right hand 
of God; angels and authorities and powers being made 
subject unto him.” 


Figuratively, “eight souls were saved by water” in the 
flood, according to verse 20. Certainly that is a figure. The 
water of the flood did not actually save Noah and his fam- 
ily. Actually their souls were already saved before the 
flood and even physically it was the ark that saved them 
and not the water. If the water of the flood would have 
Saved people, then the whole population would have been 
saved. Only in a figurative sense could it be said that those 
eight souls were saved by water. 


And that is exactly what the next verse says is meant. 
Verse 21 says: “The like figure whereunto even baptism 
doth also now save us... .” It is figurative language to 
say that water saved Noah and his family. It is likewise 
figurative if we say that baptism saves us! One cannot un- 
derstand verse 21 unless you remember that the Lord plain- 
ly said that baptism saves us only in a figure, like the eight 
souls in the ark were saved figuratively speaking, by water. 
Actually water did not save Noah and actually water does 
not save us. Actually, literally, Noah and his family were 
saved by being in the ark, and actually and literally we are 
saved by being in Christ. They got in the ark by faith, and 
we got into Christ by faith (of course Noah and his family 
had the same faith in Christ that Christians have today, 
as you will find from Hebrews 11:7). It is proper to say, 
“Baptism doth also now save us” only if we expressly state, 


as the Scripture does, that this is a figure, like the preced: 
ing verse. 


“NOT THE PUTTING AWAY OF THE FILTH OF THE FLESH BUT 
THE ANSWER OF A GOOD CONSCIENCE TOWARD GOD" 


But let us not leave off the rest of the verse. The whole 
verse says: “The like figure whereunto even baptism doth 
also now save us (not the putting away of the filth of the 

flesh, but the answer of a good conscience toward God) by 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ.” The Holy Spirit who in- 
spired the apostle Peter as he wrote down this verse, knew 


_- that misguided men would seek to prove some plan of sal- 


vation by works instead of by grace through faith. So in 
_the same passage we are plainly told that baptism does not 


* put away the filth of the flesh. “The filth of the flesh” here 


does not mean just the dirt which may be washed off of the 


| ot . body. Baptism might do that, although that is not its pur- 
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_ pose. But what is meant here is the filth of the fleshly, car- 
nal nature. Notice how the word flesh is used in the sev- 


», enth and eighth chapters of Romans and you will see that it 


refers to the carnal nature. See also II Corinthians 7:1 
_ where we are commanded to “Cleanse ourselves from all 


%  filthiness of the flesh and spirit.”” Now I Peter 3:21 plainly 
», says that baptism does not put away the filth of the flesh, 
» but it is the answer of a good conscience toward God. 


A question comes first and then the answer. In conver- 


* sation, one speaks and then another answers. So a good 


» conscience, a conscience purged from dead works, already in 
_ communion with God, answers back to God in baptism. He- 


i brews 9:14 tells us that “How much more shall the blood of 
4 


' Christ, who through the eternal Spirit offered himself with- 
, out spot to God, purge your conscience from dead works to 
\ Serve the living God?” This good conscience, already 
» purged from dead works by the blood of Christ, should an- 


» swer to God in baptism. It is certain that I Peter 3:21 does 
: 
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not mean that baptism saves or that it is essential to salva- 
tion. 

No one should be baptized except they have “a good 
conscience.” Unsaved people have their conscience defiled 
and they should not be baptized, but one who has a good 
conscience toward God, whose conscience has been cleansed 
by the blood of Christ, should answer back by baptism. 
When God speaks to us in forgiveness, and gives us a good 
conscience, we should answer back by baptism. Baptism 
follows salvation. But baptism is certainly not essential to 


salvation.

Building Work Now in Progress 


Work of the church building has 
already begun and this week crews 
of men have been installing the big 
steel truss rods according to the 
design of our architect, Mr. D. D.
